Improved Telephone Service. 

Wi thing a few weeks we are promis- 
ed improvements in the local telephone 
service, which will make it one of the 
best in the State. In a conversation 
with Mr. E. C. Masters the local mana- 
ger for the Cumberland Telephone Com- 
pany, Thb News learned of the many 
improvements contemplated, some of 
which are already under headway. 
Mr. Masters, who iB a young man with 
an old head on his shoulders, is a most 
pleasing gentleman, and convinces one 
at once of his business tact and abilities. 
Said he: 

“I am very much pleased with Paris 
1 and her citizens from what I have seen 
of them so far, and it is my ambition to 
become personally acquainted with every 
citizen of the county. In regard to the 
proposed improvements in the telephone 
service furnished by the Cumberland 
Company, let me say that it is our 
intention to giv# Paris and the county 
one of the best services in the State. 
This will be achieved in numerous ways. 
In the first place, the local and long- 
distance offices will be consolidated into 
one exchange, which will be located in 
the room now occupied by the long- 
distance exchange. This will enable one 
to secure connection and converse with 
neighboring towns over his own ’phone 
without the inconvenience of going to 
the exchange. A' switch-board of the 
latesFtlesign and containing all improve- 
ments up-to-date, will be installed. 

“All unnecessary poles are now being 
removed from the streets, which will 
add greatly to the appearance of the 
city. 

“Then, special rates will be given to 
farmers to induce them to take advant- 
age of the many conveniences afforded 
by the telephone. A rate of $1-50 a 
month will be given to any one residing 
withing five miles of the exchange, and 
twenty-five cents additional for every 
mile beyond that. 

“The rates on toll lines have been 
greatly reduced. For instance, you can 

now talk to Carlisle for 15 cents; Cyn- 
thiana, 15 cents; Muir, 15 cents; North 
Middletown; 15 cents; Hutchison, 10 

cents, and Will ershn rar IQ T 

think these rates will be an incentive to 

a much more liberal use of the telephone 
than heretofore. 

“The entire service, I might say, will 
be reconstructed, and will be completed 
in from four to six weeks. In the mean- 
time the indulgence of our patrons is 
asked in regard to work being done on 
the streets and along the various lines. 
Commencing yesterday, subscribers 
can secure long-distance connection over 
their local ’phone. 

“I think the citizens of Paris and 
Bourbon county will appreciate our 
effort to give them an absolute perfect 
telephone system, and will in every way 
lend their aid and encouragement to 
that end. ”

Secretary Hay’s Action in the Chi- 
nese Trouble Ratified. 



<ien. H«Mr(ti«r It Expected to R*- 
ittfr tltc Campaign Asalnit the 
Rebellion* Filipino* With the 
GreateitKaerK). 

Washington. ..Nov. 10. — The cabinet 
was in session three hours Friday 
and two of them were occupied in a 
discussion ■ of foreign affairs, necessi- 
tated in part by the fact that the 
president intends^ exhaustively to 
treat on this subject, in his forthcom- 
ing message to congress. Reference 
was made to .the expressions, in por- 
tions of the European press that the 
United States policy regarding Chi- 
na would undergo marked change im- 
mediately after election, and it is au- 
thoritatively announced that after a 
most exhaustive review of every step 
of the Chinese difficulty, from its in- 
ception up to the present moment de- 
livered by Secretary Hay, the .cabinet 
ratified every detail * and moreover 
unanimously expressed its judgment 
that the policy so far pursued should 
be continued without condition to its 
logical conclusion. 

Accordingly the present legation 
guard ift Peking will be maintained 
and such troops as yet remain,. to be 
withdrawn, according to the original 
program, will be shipped to Manila. , 
With this addition to his forces, iieu. 
AlacArthur is expected to renew the 
Campaign against the rebellious Fili- 
pinos with the greatest energy. Ad- 
ministration officials here think that 
os Soon as the result of the election 
becomes known throughout the Phil- 
ippines the resistance to the authority 
of the United States will be overcome. 

Canton, Thursday, Nov. 8. — The re- 
former, Szki-Nu (the leading man in 
the anti-dynastic party organized by 
Sun , Y at Sen) who was sentenced to 
death ini connection with the recent 
Yamen explosion here, was repeat- 
edly tortured in order to extort a 
confession from him but he refused 
to make a statement in regard (to 
the explosion. 

Hong-Kong, Nov. 10.— The United 
Slates turret ship Monterey lias re- 
turned here, having failed to reach 
Canton owing to an accident to her 
machinery.

NAVAL EXPENSES. 



Over n Million and a Half Dollana 

Was l’ald to the Marine Corn* 
bast tear, and $50,988 to 
the NUval Militia. 

Washington, Nov. 10. — The annual 
report of Paymaster General Kenney, 
of the navy, deals in large figures. He 
shows that last year he spent $10,- 
659,000 on account of construction 
and purchase of ships, $3,933,000 for 
repairs to ships, $1J,715,000 to keep 
ships in commission, including $1,589, » 
000 pay for the marine corps and 
$56,.)83 for the naval militia. 

The paymaster general says that 
t/he naval storehouse at Cavite has 
proved of great valirtf as a supply base 
and the’ bureau intends to meet the 
demands' of the fleet for supplies 
without purchasing on the station aa 
far ns possible. The refrigerator 
ships have been employed with the 
most ^satisfactory results and have 
been a veritable boon to the men. 

The paymaster general makes an 
urgent plea for the creation of an in- 
spection division in his office to look 
afler the various yards and stations. 
He also asks for an increase of the 
pay corps and for recognition for the 
paymaster's clerks, including retire- 
ment. hi conclusion the report sug- 
gests that the department be author- 
ized to accept certified cheeks in lieu 
of bonds from contractors, and sets 
out (the need for additional store- 
house buildings at Portsmouth, N. 
11., Hoston, League Island, Norfolk, 
Key West and Mare Island. 

THE MAINE WRECK. 

A Protest Anuinat Its Removal 
From the Harbor ut Havana 
By Explosive*. 

Havana, Nov. 10. -Capt. of the Port 
Young has asked the government to 
refuse any and all proposals looking 
to a removal of the United States bat- 
tleship Maine by explosives. Last year 
three firms offered to remove the hull 
of the battle ship in return for the 
material, but there has always been 
a strong objection to the use of dyn- 
amite because of the probability that 
there are portions of bodies still in 
the wreck, and the authorities of 
course shrink from the idea of dese- 
cration. 

A scheme has been submitted in- 
volving the construction of a coffer 
dam, the pumping out of the water 
and taking of the wreck apart in 
pieces; and work on this line will 
probably begin next month. 

UNEXPECTED RISE. 

A Flat lncreaae of One Cent a Pound 
Put on Beef, Pork and*Mnttou 
at Chicago.

°f one^^-^-j button Friday by Chi- 
cago packers. In one year the addi- 
tional cent will yield to the Chicago 
packers, basing the estimate upon 
last year's business, the following 
sums: Dressed beef, $15,000f,000; 

dressed pork and pork products, $20,- 
000,000; mutton, $4,000,000. Total ad- 
dition to incomes, $39,000,000. 

Retailers of meals were thrown into 
a panic by the unexpected rise in 
prices. In six months the price of 
meat stuffs has gone up $2.50 per 100 
pounds. There has been no corre- 
sponding advance in the price of cat*' 
tie. hogs and sheep. 

FIRE IN A MINE.

Redding, Cal., Nov. 10.— A fire, the 
origin of which is attributed to chem- 
ical action, is burning in the Peck 
tunnel of the Great iron mine. The 
drift has been closed and the 100 men 
employed there have been laid off. 
Work is still, iu progress, and it ia 
thought -the fire can be confined to 
the place where it started. The ore ia 
believed to be on fire, but an expkr 
si oh is ;uot anticipated. 

a'Jke Trouble Adjusted. 

Pittsburgh, Nov. IQ.— Offieals of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron ijnd 
Steel Workers announced the settle- 
ment Friday of ,the strike at the Riv- 
erside Iron works of the National 
Tube Co., and the Bessemer, Ala., 
plant of the Tennessee Iron, Steel 
und Railroad Co. The resumption of 
the two plants will give employment 
to 8.000 men. 

t'iMi\iel«<l of Perjury. 

Kansas City* Mo., Nov. io.— Rev. 
Alonzo Rich, over 60 years old, for- 
merly of Michigan, was convicted of 
perjury iu the federal court Friday. 
He made false statements, In the 
form of an affidavit before a United 
States pension examiner to secure re- 
instatement on the pension rolls of 
one Mary hr. Morgan. 

Secretary Root Going to Cuba. 

Washington. Nov. 10— Secretary 
IKoot. left Friday for New Y'ork and 
sailed Saturday for Cuba. He intends 
t« visit Cienfuegoii and Santiago and 
other points on the eastern and south- 
er* coast of the island which he did 
not see on his last trip. 

Mine* Prove Failures.

Twenty-Five Dead Bodies oof the 
Wrecked Steamer Recovered , 



The Big Vessel Foundered Saturday 

Morning, and All Bat Four of 
Tbo*e_ on Board Lost Their 
Lives In the Water. 

Yarmouth. N. S., Nov. 12. — The 
shore of this county for ten miles 
east and west is strewn with the 
w reckage of t<he hull and cargo of the 
steamer City of Monticello, which 
foundered Saturday morning, and 25 
bodies of victims of the disaster have 
been recovered from the sera, which is 
still raging with terrific fury. 

Many people have assembled at 
Rockville, near where the first body 
came ashore, and numerous relatives 
of members of the .crew, w ho nearly 
all belonged to points on this coast, 
have arrived to identify the dead. ’ 

The bodies are arranged in a room 
in the public hali, and Coroner Fuller, 
who held an inquest, gave an. opinion 
of accidental drowning. All the 
bodies are terribly battex-ed. 

The first body was found a't day- 
light, when the Zinc lifeboat, which 
was supposed by the survivors of the 
first boat to have been swamped, was 
discovered on the shore. A few yards 
distant were the bodies of Mr. El- 
dridi>e,„a passenger; Second Engineer 
Poole, Mr. Fripp, a traveler for McGee 
Sons, of St. John, N. B., and the body 
o£ a seaman. All four had life belts 
around them. At short intervals 
along the beach 11 more bodies were 
found, making 15 discovered up to 
noon Sunday. They had all evidently 
come ashore hi the lifeboat and w’ere 
killed on strildng the beach, txot one 
escaping. 

The body of Capt. Harding, of the 
Monticello, has been found at Picnics 
Point, encircled with a life belt and 
fully dressed. An unknown body, 
supposed to be that of a traveler for 
a western boot and shoe firm, has been 
found at the same place, with the 
bodies of Elsie McDonald and Second 
Officer Murphy, recovered Saturday. 
Of the members of the erew whose 
bodies were secured, Copeland and 
Ben ham were not known to be on 
board until their bodies were identi- 
fied. They were not on the ship’s ar- 
ticles, (having joined for the trip only. 
Several bodies are still unidentified. 
One body was recognized Sunday even- 
ing as John Richmond, of Essex, N. 
P>., a traveler for a boot and shoe firm. 
He was not before know r n to have 
been a passenger. 

Some difficulty was encountered 
in figuring out the total loss of life,

A revised list of the members of 
the crew prepared at the head office 
of the Yarmouth Steamship Co. here, 
shows that the offieex’s and erew num- 
bered 28, of whom Third Officer Flem- 
ing, Wilson Cook, a deck hand, and 
Miss Smith, the stewardess, were 
saved. 

The total number of people who 
w'ere on board is now' placed at 36. 
Thd four survivors are Capt. Smith, 
a passenger; Third Officer Fleming, 
Quartermaster Wilson and Stewardess 
Smith. The three men saved agree 
that the cause of the disaster was 
bi'iefly : 

“The stfeamer was pounded for 
hours by sea and gale, sprang a' leak 
and filled; became unmanageable, 
broke apart and foundered.”

MINOR ENGAGEMENTS. 

Sconllng in tlie Philippines Resulted 
In the Death of Americans— 

Ten Were Wounded. 

Manila, Nov. 12.— The results of Ihe 
elections in the United States have 
been quietly received here. Sbo far as 
the Philippines are concerned, no 
noticeable change in the situation 
has ensued, nor is any^likelV to occur 
in the immediate futufe. They are 
for the greater part noncommittal. 
News of t he outcome will slowly work 
its way through the country to the 
armed insurgents, where the assur- 
ances of the leaders that Mr. Bryan 
would certainly be elected must .first 
be overcome. 

Last week's scouting resulted in sev- 
eral minor engagements with what 
the officers report as “Small casual- 
ties,” namely, four Americans killed 
and ten wounded.

DEPARTMENT OF SANTIAGO. 

It Will Be Cloned November 15, a 
Fortnight Earlier Than Had 
Been Expected. 

Santiago, de Cuba, Nov. 12. — Col. 
Whiteside received Sunday orders 
from the war department fixing No- 
vember 15 as the date for closing 
the department, of Santiago de Cuba. 
This date will be a fortnight earlier 
than he had expected, and there is 
considerable uneasiness among the 
officers, who are not certain how the 
change will effect them personally. 
The general opinion, however, is that 
there will be few changes beyond 
calling Santiago a district hereafter 
instead of a department headquar- 
ters. 

Gen. Wood is expected to arrive 
here next Tuesday. The Cubans se- 
verely criticize the war department’s 
action. They have always been jeal- 
ous of Havana, and now they say that 
the Americans, foUowing Spanish sys- 
tems, are robbing Santiago for the 
benefit of Havana.

“All the Russian troops here,' - says 
the dispatch to the Times from TieD- 
Tsin, dated November 9, “are being 
withdrawn.”

Butte, Mont., Nov. 12.— Fire broke 
out in the 200 foot level of the Bell 
mine, an Amalgamated Copper Co. 
property, Saturday mght, and is still 
burning. It is under control, but, 
grave apprehensions are 'entertained 
that it can not be extinguished. Tne 
ore in this mine is free milling, con- 
taining a large percentage of sulphur, 
and fire once started is a hard propo- 
sition to handle. The loss will cer- 
tainly be large. The source of the 
fire is unknown. 

Secretary Gage Denied the Rumor.

Was hi ng*toii, Nov. 12. — The total ex- 
penditure by tbe government ,on ac- 
count of the Indian service from 
March 4, 1789, up to and including 
July 30, 1900, has been $368,358,217, ac- 
cording to the annual report of Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs William 
\. Jones. The expenditures for the 
to $10,175,107. Of this amount at least 
fiscal year ended lu9t July amounted 
?3, 330,000 >vus devoted to the cause of 
Indian education. The report reviews 
the change in the system of transpor- 
tation of supplies, by which the sup- 
plies are shipped in the open market 
by common carrier at tariff or better 
rates, and estimates that this saves 
20 per cent, in cost. 

Under lUhe head of obstacles to self- 
support of the Indians the repox*t dep- 
recates rhe ration system, annuity 
payments and the leasing of allot- 
ments. The ration system, says the 
report, is the corollary of the reser- 
vation system. The Indian population 
of tlie United States is about 267,900, 
of which 45,270 receive a daily ration. 

The ration issued and its value vary 
according ito the tribe. Nearly two- 
fifths of the number receiving rations 
belong to the great Sioux nation. 
The ration has been gradually reduced 
in the past few years, in accordance 
with the policy of the Indian bureau. 
If the Indian’s claim for full rations 
is a right is conceded, the commis- 
sioner predicts that the time when 
they will be self-supporting lies in the 
very distant future, if it oome.s at all. 
A number of the Indians also are as- 
sisted by occasional issues, and at sev- 
eral agencies the old and indigent are 
prorided fox*. These aggregate aboxit 
12,570. Altogether there are 57,570 
Indians receiving subsistence in some 
degree, exclusive of Indian children 
iix l>oarding schools. 

Annuities distributed last year ag- 
gregated $1,507,543, the per capita 
ranging from $255 down to 50 cents. 
The report says that large money pay- 
ments to the Indians T *are demoraliz- 
ing in the extreme. They degrade the 
Indians and corrupt the whites; they 
induce pauperism and scandal and 
criixie; they nullify all the good ef- 
fects of years of labor. Unscrupu- 
lous people induee the Indian to go 
into debt, axxd then, when the debt 
has accumulated and the Indian's 
credit is gone, pressure is brought 
to bear by the creditors upon 
gu^ciuiueiH ixj puj unr Indian, so (that 
he can pay his honest (?) debts. The 
state of affairs growing out of this 
around some of the agencies is a scan- 
dal and a disgrace.” 

There were 250 Indian schools of all 
kinds conducted by the government 
and- an increase of 1,412 pupils in en- 
rollment and 1,142 in average atten- 
dance shown over the previous year. 
About 8,000 of the 34,000 eligible 
school children are provided for. 

Compulsory education of the In- 
dian children is strongly indorsed 
and congress is urged to authorize 
the commissioner to place every one 
of school age in some school, the se- 
lection of the school to be left large- 
ly to educated Indians’ parents. 

The report controverts the common- 
ly accepted theory that by constant 
contact with the whites the extinc- 
tion of the 'Indian is only a matter 
of time. It says it can be stated 
with a great degree of confidence 
that, the Indian population of the 
United States has been very little 
diminished from the days of Colum- 
bus, Coronado, Raleigh, Capt. John 
Smith and other early explorers. 

The first reliable Indian census was 
in 1870 and certainly since then the 
Iqdmn population has been nearly 
stationary, whatever decrease there 
is being attributable to Indians be- 
coming citizens. 

Reviewing Indian Territory affairs, 
the report says there are 50,000 chil- 
dren of white parents .there who 
should have schools, and that thou* 
sands of these children thus deprived 
of education are growing up in vice 
and ignorance, already feeding the 
United States jails at Muscogee and 
other points with youthful criminals. 
The cost of education will not be ex- 
cessive compared with results. School 
benefits also should be extended to 
the 4,250 Choctaw freedmen. Govern- 
ment control of the schools in ,the 
Chickasaw nation is advocated. 

Girl Student* Poisoned. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 12.— Tv o hun- 
dred and fifty girls, pupils of the 
Sxnolny institute, a boarding school 
patronized exclusively by the nobil- 
ity, were taken sick with evident 
symptoms of poison*after dinner Fri- 
day evening. It is reported that two 
have died, but that the others have 
recovered. The poisoning is, attrib- 
uted to faulty metallic cooking uten- 
sils. 

Will Attend tbe Inauguration. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Nov. 12. — Demo- 
cratic Gov.-elect William S. Jennings 
has been informed that his cousin, 
William J. Bryan, will visit him at. liis 
heme in Brooksville, Fla., and be pres- 
ent at the inauguration at, Tallahas- 
see on th e first T uesday in January.

AN APPEAL FOR AID. 

Hundred* of Ihdlan* at Cook'* Inlet, 
Alaska, Are Slowly Dying 
of Starvation. 

Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 12. — Mrs. 
James Smith, just returned from 
Cook’s Inlet, Alaska, says that fully 
haff of the thousand Indians in that 
section, con/prising five tribes, are 
sloi^Jy dying of starvation. The in- 
flux of white prospectors has x>esult#d 
in tihe killing of xhuch game, and the 
Indians are thus deprived of food and 
of furs for clothing. They dried sal- 
mon last summer, but not enough to 
sro around, and winter finds 400 to 600 
of them without enough food to last 
until December. 

Mrs. Snrith, who is the wife of a 
wealthy miner, divided her stock of 
provisions with the destitute Indians, 
and now appeals for further aid. Most 
of these Indians belong to the Rus- 
sian church, but it is powerless to 
help them. Unless provisions are sent 
>n bv steamer at once, she says, hun- 
dreds will surely die. While living at 
Gray's Harbor, eight years ago. Mrs. 
Smith — then Airs. Martha White— 
swam into the surf and x'escued three 
shipwrecked sailors froux drowning, 
for which congi'ess voted her a medal. 

SOUTHERN YARN MILLS. 

A 1’lan For Controlling tbe Sale* 
of 'klieir Product* By 
Special AKcntx. 



Charlotte, N. G'., Nov. 12. — The great 
majority of the yarn mills of the 
south have entered into the plan of 
controlling the sale of their pi'od- 
ucts by specially appointed agents. 
Mills representing an aggregate of 
495,097 pi'oducing spindles have signi- 
fied their agreement to the now well- 
known coneenti'ation plan proposed 
by the special committee and endorsed 
by the board of governors of the 
Sr-utherii Cotton Spinners' associa- 
tion. The object ,of the plan is that 
the selling of southern cot ton. yarns 
bh placed in the hands of a limited 
number of northern commission mer- 
chants — ten or eight — with a view to 
the reduction of selling costs and the 
prevention of speculation in the pro- 
duct of southeim yarn mills by the 
middlemen or commission mei'ciumis. 

The fact that mill men represent- 
ing so great a number of spindles 
have agreed practically insures the 
success of the plans of the Southern 
Cotton Spinners’ association. 

OUR EXPORTS. 

Moutlily Statement I*aue«E By the 
Bureau of Statistics— t'ompari- 
M011 With Last October. 

Washington, Nov. 12. — The monthly 
statement of fihe exports of domestuo 
products, issued by the bureau of sta- 
tistics, shows that during October the 
exports were as follows, comparisons 
being made with October, 1899: 

Breadstuffs, $21,913,832, decrease, 
$2,128,000; cattle and hogs, $2,892,351, 
increase, $652,000; provisions, $13,934,- 
320, decrease, $714,000; cotton, $60,391,- 
107, increase, $32,043,000; mineral oils, 
$6,129,079, decrease, $463,000. Total 
for the month, $185,260,689, net in- 
crease $29,398,994. For the last ten 
months thq total was $655,918,873, an 
increase, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period in 1899, of $82,055,- 
000 . 

ELECTRIC PLANT BURNED. 

Tbe Street v’ar System ut Norfolk, 
Va., Budly Crippled By a 
Disastrous Fire. 

Norfolk, Va., Nov. 12.— The ear 
sheds and electric plant of the Nor- 
folk Railway and Lighting Co., i* 
Huntersville, a suburb of Norfolk, 
was totally destroyed by fire early 
Sunday morning. Fifty-two cars and 
the electrical machinery were destroy- 
ed. The loss is $150,000, covered by 
insurance. The street car system was 
badly crippled Sunday. A fuse from 
a car in the barn is supposed to have 
started the fire. The fire depart- 
ment saved the local distributing de- 
pot of the Standard Oil C'o., which ad- 
joins the sheds.

Early in May. during the celebration 
of a festival that to a certain extent 
corresponds- to the English Mayday, 
an ox-race is helrl. # The entrance fee is 
small, but the conditions are peculiar. 

Each ox must be ridden by its owner, 
and ridden bareback. No whip, spur, 
yoke, harness nor any means of guid- 
ing the animal is allowed. The rider 
must depend entirely on his voice to ac- 
complish the. end he has in view, and, 
as the oxen do not. race on a track, but. 
across a large open field, the training 
of the animals an{jl the skill of the rid- 
A are severely tested. 

Speed is a secondary consideration 
in this race, for the rider who can in- 
duce his steed to go in a straight line 
is sure to win. 

The start, is made at one side of ft 
field a mile square, the finish being at 
the opposite side.. When the competi- 
tors are lined up and the signal is giv- 
en the fun begins. 

Despite the efforts of the riders, the 
majority of the oxen refuse to head 
toward the opposite mark, and, as 
spectators are allowed in the field, and 
are at liberty to do anything they wish 
to interfere with the rider except touch 
him ov liis mount, the difficulties of the 
race are not inconsiderable. 

Oxen are not. excitable beasts as a 
rule. but. the shouts of the spectators 
and the efforts of the riders soon re- 
duce them to a state of complete bewil- 
derment.

is veTy hard and muddy, as the wa- 
ters of the Mississippi are, a certain 
amount of potash, or sal soda should 
be stirred into the water. It will dis- 
solve at once. This will cause the mud 
and impurities to settle. The Clearwa- 
ter can then bedipped off the sediment. 
Any good hard soap will do well in 
this water. The amount of potash to 
use to a gallon of hard, muddy water 
to clear it in the way described de- 
pends on the condition of the water. 
Us^ a tablespoonful of the crystals ot 
potash to a gallon of water, says the 
New York Tribune. 

To make the soap, empty the pound 
of potash in a quart of w ater in which 
a teaspoon ful of borax has been dis- 
solved. The potash will make a strong, 
hot lye. When it is cool mel-t the 
five pounds of grease ready. It must 
be free from salt, and strained. Stir 
the five cents’ worth of rock am- 
monia in the lye, and when it iR melt- 
ed pour the lye into the warm, melted 
grease and Rtir it for about ten min- 
utes. when it will be thick enough to 
pour into molds. It hardens very quick- 
ly. Creas£ it when it has stood a day 
and cut it into bars as soon as it seems 
hard enough, and let them dry several 
days before trying to use them. More 
sal soda must be used to soften and 
settle than potash. Too much of either 
is very bad for clothes, as everyone 
should know, but where the water is 
hard it is necessary to use some such 
powerful alkali to render it fit for use, 
and in such water it does not do the 
same injury to clothes it does in soft 
water, w here it is not needed.

seems most evident, there is almost 
always some constitutional taint pres- 
ent as well. This may be consumption, 
diabetes, gout, and so fortTi; or merely 
a little impurity of the blood resulting 
from constipation or indigestion. Ul- 
cers in the mouth, on the tongue, or 
at the union of the cheeks and gums, 
are very common and exceedingly an- 
noying. They should be treated by fre- 
quent rinsing of the moxfth with a so- 
lution of boric acid or borax, and can 
usually be prevented in great measure 
by reducing the sweets, and starch, 
food, such as bread, that enter into 
the diet, says Youth’s Companion. 

A common seat of ulcers is the shin. 
Soresi occur here especially in the aged 
or those past middle life, and arp com- 
monly due to the presence of vari- 
cose veins. These are caused by pres- 
sure from tigh't garters, by congestive 
disorders of the liver and other ab- 
dominal organs, and by any occupa- 
tions which require standing for many 
hours a day. , 

Ulcers of this -kind are found more 
frequently on the left leg than on the 
right. They sometimes give, little 
trohblp, but may be exquisitely pain- 
ful, and are often most- rebellious to 
treatment, which must be both local 
and general, corresponding to the lo- 
cal and constitutional causes. ’ 

All disorders of the digestion must 
be corrected as far as possible, and the 
diet regulated. The food should be 
nourishing, but not .stimulating, and 
all forms of alcoholic beverages are 
to be foregone. The patient should 
keep perfectly quiet, either in bed or 
with the leg supported on a chair. 

The lobal treatment must be varied 
according to the necessities of each 
case. The sore must be kept clean by 
pouring over it twice a day a stream 
of boiled (not boiling) water, and in 
the intervals of washing it should be 
protected from the air. The leg must 
be kept snugh* bandaged or encased 
in an elastic stocking, go as to prevent 
stagnation of the blood and distension 
of the veins. 

A piece of silver foil applied smooth- 
ly o ,- er rhe surface of the ulcer and 
for a little distance beyond its edges, 
end kept in place by a bandage, often 
does good. Sometimes, when the ex-, 
tent of ulcerated surface is very large,' 
skin-grafting is necessary in order to 
start the healing process.

The moist air so formed will mingle 
with the air above it and its moisture 
will be o-^ndensed. forming dew wher- 
ever it comes in contact with a surface 
cooled below the dew point. In fact, 
dew rises from the ground. 

Place some metal trays over the 
grass, the soil and the road on dewy 
nights. You will generally find more 
moisture on the grass inside the trays 
than outside; you will always observe 
a deposit of dew inside the trays, even 
when there is none outside at all. This 
shows that far more vapor rises out of 
the ground during the night than con- 
denses as dew on the grass and other 
objects. t 

Dew then rises from the^round. But 
how is the, dew formed on bodies high 
up iu the air? 

Dew’ does not rise in particles, as it 
was once considered, to fa’ll in- particles 
like fine rain. It rises in vapor. Some 
is caught by what ’is on the surface of 
the earth, but the rest ascends in vapor 
form until it comes in contact with a 
much colder surface, to condense it into 
moisture. 

The vapor does not flow upward in a 
uniform slrca n, but is mixed in the air 
by eddies am wind currents and car- 
ried to bod its far from where it rose 
In fact, clew may be deposited, even

I THE SHRAPNEL OF 1

F ROM far over the knolls came the 
tiny sound of a cavalry bugle 
singing out the recall, aud, later, de- 
tached parties of his majesty’s Second 
hussars came trotting back to where 
the Spitzbergen infantry r sat com- 
placently on the captured Rostina po- 
sition. The horsemen were well 
pleased and they told how they had 
riiMen thrice through the helter- 
skeiter of the fleeing enemy. They 
had ultimately been cnecked by the 
g; -at truth that when a good enemy 
runs away in daylight he sooner or 
later finds a place where he fetches 
up with a jolt and turns to face the 
pursuit.

Skilled in Mechanlrfal 
Tricks. 

“In the fall of 1897 I spent several 
day's examining the ancient ruins of 
Uxmal, in Yucatan,” said a gentleman 
who was formerly in the consular 
service to a New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat man, “and during the visit I 
madle a curious little discovery which 
convinced me that t-he old Aztec 
priests were adepts at mechanical 
trickery. The woods around the main 
buildings at Uxmal are full of^scat- 
tered ruins of every description, and 
at one point I found a singularly per- 
fect column lying in the midst of 
what appeared to be the debris of a 
small house or temple. 

“I conjectured that the column had 
probably been the pedestal of some 
statue or idiol which had stood in the 
center of the edifice and cleared away 
the underbrush to get a better look 
at it. It was about five feet long by 
1 y 2 feet in diameter and was covered 
with characteristic carving. When I 
scraped the top clean of caked dirt I 
was surprised to find a- hole leading 
into the interior and large enough for 
me to thrust my thumb. I cut a 
stick, sounded it and foundi that the 
hole reached to a point about a foot 
from the base. There it connected 
with another channel running off at 
an angle and leading to a small open- 
ing hidden in the carving of the base. 

“While I was probing the interior a 
beautifully polished circular stone 
ping, shaped almost exactly like a 
jug minus the handle, slid out of the 
lower hole. It was made of flint and 
remarkably heavy for its size. What 
could have been its purpose is all 
guesswork, but the theory that seems 
to me most plausible is that it was a 
weight and had/ once been attached to 
a cord of thong leading up through 
the main boring. If there was a fig- 
ure of some kind on the. column, all 
that smacks pretty strongly of some 
secret mechanical device, and such is 
the opinion of several well-posted 
archaeologists to whom I have de- 
scribed the arrangement. 

“The old Egyptian priests had idols 
that shed tears, rolled their eyes and 
groaned, aud no doubt the Aztecs were 
up to the same dodge. As far as I 
know, this perforated pillar was the 
onl.v one of the kind ever found in 
Uxmal.” 

LIVES ON FRUIT AND NUTS. 

A Resident of Samoa ll’ho Does Rol 
Miss the Cook Stove 
Products.

HAVE TO WORK HARD 

American Soldiers Who Do Garrison 
Duty in Philippines. 



Pen Picture of Cavite Viejo, the 014- 
e*t Town In the Island Group— 
Former Home of Emilio

[Special Philippine Letter.] 

T HE town we are in is called Ca- 
vite Viejo, meaning Old Cavite, I 
and it is said by the natives to 
be the oldest town in the entire Phil- 
ippine group, not excepting Manila or 
New Cavite. It has a population of 
about 8.000 inhabitants, and is situated^ 
on an arm of Manila bay, about 20 j 
miles from Manila. On a clear day | 
th* latter can be plainly seen with the 
aid of field glasses. 

The two things of most importance in 
this town are the old ruined church 
and the house that was at one time 
owned and occupied by Aguinaido, the 
rebel chieftain. The church, which is i 
reported to be over 300 years old, is j 
iD very bad condition, owing to the . 
bombarding of the Spanish gunboats in j 
lSOo. The picture gives a fair view of , 
the church and the convent in its pres- 
ent state. 

The convent is also in bad condition, 
and cannbt be used for any purpose 
whatever, but the front part of the ; 
church is still used for religious serv- 
ices. Large holes can be seen inside 
where cannon balls wen.t through the 
three-foot stone walls. . 

The church, like the rest of the Phil- 
ippine churches, is not supplied with 
seats or benches like those in the 
“States,” but instead has a stone floor 
on which the worshipers kneel, or 
squat down on their heels. The serv- 1 
ices are somewhat similar to the Cath- 1 
olic services in the churches of the ' 
United States, but instead of an organ 
they have a brass band. 

The natives as a rule are very re- j 
ligious and say their prayers four or ! 
five times a day. in fact every time ' 
the church Hells ring. No matter what 
work they are at or how interesting 
the subject they' are discussing when 
the bells ring they stop instantly and 
•ay their prayers. One peculiar thing I 
about the lioinbres (men) is that as 
soon as the church services are over

THE Gi_ME OF CHESS. 

Ita Supposed Origin and Mouie ot 
Ita Most Famous Vo- 



“There is nothing new under the 
sun” is a remark which wc aTe con- 
stantly making; and this is especially 
true of the means whereby man seek’s 
to amuse himself, says the London Ex- 
press. 

Among the nrufet antiquated of 
games is chess, which the oldest Per- 
sian and Arabic authorities state to 
be of Indian origin. Wc find the game 
specifically referred) to in Sanskrit lit- 
erature 200 years before the birth of 
Christ. 

Enthusiasts to-day might deem the 
methods then in vogue somewhat 
primitive, the board usually called an 
“eight square” to distinguish it from 
the board on which paehisi or back- 
gammon was played. In the earliest 
known attempt at romance in Indian 
literature, the “Harsacarita,” there is 
a punning passage which reads: “Un- 
der this monarch * * * only bees 
quarrel in collecting dews (dues); the 
only feet cut off are those in meter; 
only chess boards teach tht; position 
of the four members.” That was writ- 
ten in the fits! half of the seventh 
century. 

There is a Persian tradition to the 
effect that an Indian sovereign sent 
a Persian monarch the game of chess 
between 531 anti 579 A. D. By way of 
returning the compliment the latter 
king sent the former the game of 
ward or backgammon. 

The game was introduced to the 
flowery land as comparatively recent- 
ly as the sixth century (A. D.). It 
was probably first known in Spain in 
the tenth century, for in the eleventh 
we already find it a popular amuse- 
ment. 

At the beginning of the twelfth it 
began to be known in this country, 
»»* .veil as in France and Germany; 
at.vf it unfortunately has to be re- 
corded that at the close of the century 
, it had become a favorite gambling 
1 game all over the continent of Europe. 
Many men who have figured promi- 
nently in the pages of the wcudd’s his- 
tory were passionately font! of the 
game. Perhaps the most noted exam- 
ple of this was Louis XIII., who, 
though he hated games of chance so 
niueli that he would not allow them 
to lie played at his court, was never- 
theless so amazingly keen on chess 
that he played even while riding in 
his carriage. 

It is interesting to record in this 
connection that each man was pro- 
vided with a pin at his foot, which, 
being stuck into a padded chess board, 
resisted the joltings of the royal ve- 
hicle. Imagine the prince of Wales 
driving along Piccadilly absorbed in 
a game of chess while her- majesty’s 
loyal subjects were eagerly waiting 
to bow to his royal highness. 

John Frederick, elector of Hanover, 
proved that the ruling passion was 
strong in ODath. He had been made 
prisoner in 1547 by Charles V., and 
was playing- chess with Ernest of 
Brunswick, his fellow captive, when 
he got the news that he was con- 
demned to die. 

He merely made a few remarks on 
the irregularity of the emperor’s pro- 
ceedings and coolly went on with his 
game. On winning it he expressed 
his keen satisfaction; then he betook 
himself to the religious exercises be- 
fitting one in his unenviable situation. 
To such a man the word chess was 
like a\charm under whose potent spell 
he labored. .
